THE  acquisition  of  the  important  collection  of  ancient  Egyptian  an- 
tiquities herein  described  was  commenced  as  far  back  as  the  year 
1897.  No  such  private  collection  exists  today,  nor  could  such  a  group 
of  objects  again  be  formed,  and  that  for  two  good  reasons:  first,  it  is  forbidden 
by  law  to  hunt  antiquities  in  Egypt  unless  a  permit  to  do  so  is  obtained  from 
the  government — a  permit  given  only  to  the  members  of  accredited  universities 
or  expeditions;  and  second,  many  of  the  objects  in  the  collection  could  never 
be  replaced,  as  the  sites  from  which  they  were  originally  obtained  have  long 
since  been  thoroughly  ransacked.  This  is  true  of  the  very  complete  series  of 
predynastic  objects  as  of  the  historically  important  faience  ornaments  and  utili- 
tarian objects  and  the  very  comprehensive  assortment  of  ancient  Egyptian 
jewels  and  amulets. 

Coming  to  the  early  dynastic  period  of  Egypt's  long  history,  this  collection 
enables  us  to  point  to  the  fact  that  at  least  one  of  the  pyramids  was  opened  in 
Christian  days.  The  charming  little  alabaster  vase  [Number  66],  inscribed 
for  King  Pepi  of  the  Sixth  Dynasty  {c.  2500  B.C.),  must  have  come  from  his 
pyramid-tomb  at  Sakkarah. 

The  Middle  Empire  objects  contained  in  the  collection  are  especially  rare; 
notably  the  two  blue  glazed  faience  jar-stands  [Numbers  64  and  65],  of  which 
very  few  examples  have  survived,  and  those  no  longer  in  private  hands.  Un- 
usual, too,  is  the  group  of  cosmetic  vessels  in  blue  marble  [Numbers  70,  69. 
and  71].  Characteristic  of  the  early  Middle  Kingdom  (c.  1950  B.C.),  this 
material  must  have  been  rare  even  under  the  Pharaohs  of  that  early  date.  First 
met  with  at  that  period,  it  appears  to  have  been  mined  but  a  comparatively 
short  time;  at  any  rate,  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  New  Empire 
{c.  1500  B.C.)  it  had  almost  vanished. 

We  cannot  leave  this  epoch  without  mentioning  a  beautifully  designed 
bronze  mirror  [Number  74],  its  handles  in  the  shape  of  a  nude  Egyptian  girl, 
her  characteristically  spindling  arms  spread  in  the  attitude  of  a  swimmer.  It 
seems  almost  incredible  that  such  an  exquisitely  delicate  object  should  have 
survived  the  passage  of  four  thousand  years.  Nor  should  we  omit  to  refer  to 
the  unique  obsidian  cosmetic  jar  [Number  78],  from  the  unknown  tomb  of  a 
Pharaoh  of  whom  but  two  or  three  records  have  survived ;  or  the  series  of  rare 
Hyskos  scarabs  [Number  79],  two,  at  least,  of  historical  importance.  But  for 
rarity  and  delicacy  of  workmanship  the  little  Twelfth  Dynasty  gold  scarab 


[Number  76]  stands  alone.  Among  especially  remarkable  objects  of  the  New 
Empire  (i 580-1000  B.C.),  we  may  note  the  gold  and  lapis  lazuli  scarab 
[Number  ill]  and  the  superb  inlaid  gold  scarab-ring  [Number  93].  Further- 
more, this  collection  can  boast  a  unique  group  of  the  delicate  glazed  finger- 
rings  characteristic  of  this  period,  rings  strictly  funerary  in  character,  and  not 
intended  to  be  worn  in  life.  Such  rings  are  unobtainable  today — even  the 
bezels  are  much  sought  after;  yet  included  in  the  group  are  many  intact  rings, 
the  majority  bearing  the  cartouches  of  famous  kings  and  queens,  under  whom 
their  original  owner  died.  A  ring  [Number  116]  which  bears  the  name  of 
Queen  Nezemut,  wife  of  Harmhab,  is,  we  believe,  unique.  Only  by  taking  to 
wife  this  already  aged  woman  (sister  to  Ikhtenaton's  wife)  was  a  commoner, 
the  General  Harmhab,  enabled  to  ascend  the  Horus-throne  of  Egypt. 

However,  it  is  in  the  field  of  New  Empire  glazed  pottery — much  of  it  of 
historical  interest — that  the  collection  excels.  We  refer  to  the  faience  objects 
said  to  have  come  from  the  site  of  the  ruined  palace  of  King  Amenhotep  HI, 
which  once  stood  beside  a  broad  artificial  lake  that  the  Pharaoh  dug  for  his 
foreign  wife.  Queen  Thiy,  south  of  those  two  giant  statues  on  the  west  bank, 
opposite  Luxor,  commonly  designated  the  Colossi.  Among  the  series  of  his- 
torical objects  connected  with  this  site  (once  excavated  by  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art)  we  may  refer  to  such  inlaid  faience  necklace  pendants  and 
other  objects  as  [Numbers  99,  104,  85,  86,  and  98],  the  last  an  especially 
beautiful  pendant,  perhaps  worn  by  the  lovely  Thiy  herself.  In  fact,  the  frag- 
mentary stibium  tube  [Number  lOi]  may  be  the  very  eye-paint  holder  used 
by  the  famous  queen  in  life,  for  the  expression  she  liveth,  inscribed  below  her 
name,  proves  that  this  charmingly  inlaid  little  relic  was  in  no  sense  funerary  in 
character. 

However,  the  better  to  appreciate  the  variety  and  completeness  of  material 
which  distinguishes  the  collection,  one  must  turn  to  the  series  of  jeweled 
amulets  and  necklaces,  in  which  every  form  of  Egyptian  stone  is  shown,  and 
the  full  gamut  of  the  Egyptian  jewelers'  gem-material  exemplified,  from  the 
early  Middle  Kingdom  {c.  1950  B.C.)  to  the  Roman  occupation  of  the  country. 
Here,  for  example,  are  specimens  of  the  world's  first  glass  [Number  202] ; 
and  a  strand  of  rich  faience  beads  and  amulets  [Number  200]  which  reveals 
the  sudden  change  in  taste  inaugurated  by  the  'heretic'  King  Ikhtenaton,  who 
taught  the  artists  of  his  day  to  turn  to  nature  for  their  inspiration  and  no 
longer  to  be  fettered  by  the  hieratic  forms  foistered  upon  them  by  an  all- 
powerful  priesthood.  The  rich  strand  of  beads  and  amulets  represented  in 
Number  188  and  the  necklaces  catalogued  under  Numbers  199,  206,  208,  207, 
215,  and  209  exemplify  the  materials  in  use  by  the  ancient  Egyptian  lapidary. 
All  are  what  we  are  accustomed  to  call  semi-precious  in  character.  Yet,  to- 


gether  with  the  turquoise — very  rarely  met  with — such  was  the  precious  jewel 
material  of  tliat  date.  Here  we  cannot  no  into  the  suhject  of  Egyptian  jewels 
in  great  detail.  Hut  mention  shouM  he  made  of  the  uuiipie  strand  of  brilliantly 
polished  hematite  beads  [Number  i<S'2|,  centied  by  tlie  sph-ndid  ram's-head 
pendant  car\ed  in  the  same  rare  and  intractable  material,  and  the  exquisite 
shell-form  gems  [Number  209],  which  are  reputed  once  to  have  formed  part 
or  the  treasure  of  the  famous  princess  Ist-em-kheb. 

It  may  be  added  that  Part  I  of  an  illustrated  catalogue  of  this  collection 
was  compiled  and  published  by  the  University  of  Chicago  when  the  writer  was 
a  student  under  Dr  Henry  Breasted,  the  world-famous  Egyptologist,  lately 
deceased.

JEWELRY  a 

PRIOR  to  the  commencement  of  the  Ptolemaic  era,  332  B.C.,  the 
Egyptian  lapidary  possessed  no  hard-stone  material  which  we  today 
call  precious.   Even  the  pearl  does  not  seem  to  have  appeared  luitil 
after  Alexander's  conquest  and  then  in  baroque  form  [see  number  215]. 

Yet  the  Egyptian  could  call  upon  a  wide  range  of  material,  precious  to 
him,  though  neglected  by  us.  Apart  from  the  native  gold  and  electnun,  the 
hills  far  to  the  south  above  the  Red  Sea  were  full  of  rare  marbles,  revealing 
a  very  wealth  of  color.  There  too,  might  be  found  amethyst,  a  pale  variety; 
alabasters  and  banded  calcites.  Turquoises  were  imported  from  the  Sinaitic 
Peninsula  from  earliest  historical  days.  Other  materials  were  jasper,  red  and 
green,  innumerable  kinds  of  agate,  carnelian,  and  sardonyx  (opaque  carnelian). 
Lapis  lazuli  was  imported  from  Babylon ;  the  deep-colored  amethysts  from 
Persia.  Egypt  herself  could  supply  emeralds,  of  a  kind,  together  with  feldspar, 
an  opaque  bright  green  stone  found  in  the  south.  Hematite  was  imported,  as 
were  malachites  and  rock  crystals. 

According  to  Egyptian  belief,  each  stone  had  the  property  of  imparting  i 
some  benefit  to  its  possessor,  or  of  averting  threatened  disaster.   Thus  the  I 
turquoise  held  the  power  of  repelling  foul  monsters  from  the  home,  in  which  I 
connection  it  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  descendants  of  negroes,  who 
were  quite  at  home  in  Thebes  under  the  New  Empire,  have  brought  to  our 
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own  shores  the  same  color-superstition ;  nearly  every  Carolina  cabin  window 
and  door,  if  not  the  entire  building,  is  painted  a  bright  turquoise  blue.  Ask 
the  reason,  and  you  will  be  told  that  it  is  "to  drive  off  the  haunts". 

Amethysts  had  the  faculty  of  inducing  amiability  and  a  peaceful  disposition. 
Carnelians  kept  the  blood  pressure  normal  whereas  agates  (their  types  are 
legion)  frightened  away  scorpions.  Jasper  and  hematite,  when  red,  had  the 
property  of  stopping  the  flow  of  blood  from  wounds.  Hematite,  when  polished, 
was  normally  a  velvety  black,  and  violently  repelled  all  evil  influences  cast  by 
the  "evil  eye".  The  nobleman  who,  four  thousand  years  ago,  wore  about  his 
neck  the  unique  hematite  necklace  [Number  182]  ma\  well  have  led  a  charmed 
life  (no  bull  is  meant). 

Then,  too,  the  Egyptian  had  an  emerald  of  sorts  [Number  215],  a  semi- 
translucent  stone,  which  was  thought  to  possess  the  property  of  averting  or 
heah'ng  ej'e-diseases.  Akin  to  it  was  a  stone  called  the  neshnut,  an  opaque 
light-green  feldspar,  which  would  ward  off  headaches  caused  by  exposure  under 
the  summer  sun.  Onyx  was  considered  most  eft'ective  in  repelling  the  "evil 
eye";  sardonyx  in  dealing  with  witchcraft.  It  is  not  at  all  surprising  to  find 
that  malachite  was  potent  to  avert  the  "evil  eye"',  since  its  use  as  a  powder 
was  considered  highly  efficacious  in  lessening  the  evil  effects  of  sun  glare. 
\mber  was  extremely  rare.  Garnets  were  imported  ;  being  claret  red  in  color, 
hey  may  have  endowed  one  with  the  virtues  of  Isis.  On  the  other  hand, 
arbuncles — which  greatly  resemble  them — ga\e  their  wearer  the  power  of 
ascination.  However,  it  remained  for  the  Babylonian  lapis  lazuli  to  be  the 
lost  eagerly  sought  material,  since  it  was  held  to  carry  within  itself  the  very 
ssence  of  a  god.  Many  an  inscription  records  the  arrival  of  a  consignment  of 
eal  lapis  lazuli ;  so  presumably  that  precious  commodity  was  imitated,  as  was 
ther  gem  material  of  early  Egyptian  days.  Amulets,  charms,  and  pendants, 
arved  from  the  above  mentioned  materials,  were  similarly  believed  to  possess 
arious  beneficial  properties. 

The  small  circular  gold  clasps  in  many  of  the  necklaces  have  been  added 
-  a  convenient  mode  of  keeping  the  beads  together,  at  the  same  time  making 
possible  to  wear  the  jewels  as  an  ornament.  G.  C.  P.
